Washington. June 4. — The next 
war may see great submarine battiest 
with armadas of r-i>oats fighting be- 
neath the surface of the sea.

Lake, laveator of tbe submarine, in a 
commuBleatlea addraasod to mam- 
bers of the Senate, nrglag a broad ex- 
tension of the suhmnrlfie building 
program for the riiitcd Slates Lake 
disclosed that thir.' are plans now 
on file In the seen ' archives of the 
United Statea navy for warfare by 
snbmariaas agaflut oaaaiy. sabaia- 
riaas. ! 

"The snbmarlne has not yat raaeb- 
>(1 its full development." said Lake i 
■ There are other features that may | 
well be adiled to further their effect- 
iveness and iii'Tease Ihe scope of 
usefulness. 

"In my humble Judgment it is the 
only weapon that can be safely re- 
lied upon to keep foreign fleets from 
our shores Kvrry other weapon is 
vl-ible ami car. he met by another of 
its kind; the salinmrine Is Invisible, 
uid if made noiseb -- and provld-,^' 
with noiseless anil iuvi-.ible aujomo- , 
bile torpedoes or with proper mlae-l 
planting facilities, no' other type ofj 
ship that floats on tbe sea or in tbe 
air (?an meet It on eiiual tcrin.s. The 
co-t of the submarine Is slight com- 
pared with other ve>->ds. Did the 
six hundred millions spent on air- 
craft get a alagte German suhniarine? 
No. According to tbe official reports 
the best defense against tbe German 
jubmarinea was other .submarines, j 
As soon as war was declared between j 
nil- ciiiintry and Germany I sent sev- 
eral plans to our Navy D-partmont ' 
1.- w ell as to >onie Ki'.Klish naval ' 
friends. I outlined ^uw i<ubmarlnes 
could be used for defense agalnat 
iitacking enemy submarines. Some 
if th"-e plans were later put Into 
practice. They proved rffiTtive. 
l.iit if they had been fully c;irii« il out' 
the loss of ships near ili'' F.ngllsh 
coast would have been very much re- 
duced. These plans, I presume, are 
still on file In tbe secret archives of 
the Navy Department, whero thoy 
m.iy remain without further dlscns- 
s!un so far as I am concerned." 
BMto Undpfeatt'd. 

Lake firmly believed that the 
German U-boats were not beaten in 
Ihe World War. 

"Many people think the submarine 
was mastered and driven from the 
sea," Lake declared. "Hundreds of 
mllliona wore expended and lost on 
barrages sad large fleets of trawlers, 
submarine chasera and other ships 
Id offset the sinkings cansod by these 
tJerman submarines, and the submar- 
ines captured by these vessels were 
only one or two disabled submarines, 
and th0!<e sunk were Insignificant in 
number and cost in comparison to tbe 
surface ships lost, England lost 
ships, cargoes and men without num- 
ber. I'r.told fortunes paid tribute to 
the aw till power of destruction of 
the- submarine. 

"In spite of the expenditure- of bil- 
lions on destroyers, submarine chas- 
ers, mines, airplanes and barrages 
the sttbmariao eoBtinned to lafost the 

seas. 

"The strategy of war made it good 
tactics to elalui destruction of sub- 
marines in unlimited numbers, but 
events as wore claimed during bostil- 
ttlea.

Toronto, Ont., June 7 — Organic 
union of the Presbyterian, Methodist 
and Congregational Churcli was ap- 
proved by the Presbyterian general 
assembly of Canada today by a vote 
of 41't to 111. 

The resoiuiion by which the a.s- 
senibly voted for the union was mov- 
ed by Dr. W. J. Clark, ot Montreal, 
and provided 'that the general as- 
sembly take snch steps as may be 
deemed best to consummate organic 
union as expeditiously as poarthle." 
It was drafted by a special committee 
and submitted last week. 

An amendin-r' movtd liy Pr J 
Krazler. also of Montreal, which was 
offered at the same time, provided 
"that the assembly at no time seek 
the consummation of organic union 
without .a clear and unmistakable 
mandate from the people."
